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The Coming Census 
American Paper Comments On the 
Growth Of 


Janada 


Canada is-sharpening her pencil to 


take a census. Like the United 
States, © the Dominion counts its 
children. every ten years, but 


does it one year after we do, says 
the Cleveland Plaindealer. 

This census means much to Can- 
ada,' for it is expected to put. the 
Dominion over the . 10,000,000 - mark. 
If it should fail to do so there will 


be much gnashing of teeth and de-' 


mands for recounts just: as some 
states and cities on our side of the 
border were doing. last year. | An 
official estimate as of last June 30, 
placed the population at. 9,934,500, 
but there was some fear that this 


figure might be a trifle optimistic, In 


1921 the population was 8,788,483. 
Two or three. years ago some Cana- 
dians were annoyed ‘because of their 
slowing rate of growth. Especially 
were they disturbed that immigra- 


tion from Great Britain was averag- | 


ing only. a half or a third of what it 
had been before the war. Also the 
100,000 new citizens a year the Do- 
-minion was getting from the United 
States in the boom days of the Cana- 
dian northwest had dwindled to 25,- 
000. or 30,000. There was likewise 


protest because so many young Cana- 
aians were going to the United states, 


where wages were higher and auto- 
mobiles cheaper. 

Then the depression. came and. the 
slower growth seemed much less of a 
disadvantage. . Canada has apparent- 
ly kept its percentage of unemploy- 
ment considerably under the United 
States figure, although. this belief 
cannot be proved until the new cen- 
sus is complete. t 

One wishes Canada joy in her cen- 
sus, with the friendly hope that it 
will prove everything she hopes it 
will. :
